NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. It is the intent of the legislature to
mnimze the regulatory burden on institutions of higher education and
to prioritize scarce resources to be directed to the education of
students rather than unnecessary reporting requirenments. It is the
intent of the legislature specifically that reporting requirenents that
are duplicative of federal reporting requirenents be elimnated.
